MAYOR NELSON FIRST. 


When the inner man was satisfied the

As to whether 
you will abide by what he says is your 
own business. I have been assigned the 
subject, "The Municipality and its Gov- 
ernment." The city which is our home, 
the homo en masse of a large family is 
entitled to our consideration. Its proper 
government affects directly one-third of 
our country's population and when we 
consider the needs and requirements of 
our cities it is out of proportion to all 
the rest of the country. 


There are three elements that go to 


make good city government, viz: 


1, An intelligent, interested noter. 
2, The capable honest official. 
3, The elimination of politics. That is 


political affiliation in the selection of of- 
ficials. 


The voter must not be intelligent, he 


must bo interested. Unfortunately the 
two do not always go together, usually 
th» other way. 


As or municipal government is more 


and more combining with its representa- 
tive feature the referendum or popular 
vote of public questions the need of tiie 
intelligent citizen performing his simple 
dutv of becoming interested in his cities 
problems becomes exceedingly important, 


You will tear your clothes off to get to 


a political meeting when you will yell 
yourself hoarse ovor the question of the 
tariff on flea bites, but how many of you 
find time to attend a purely n::':>icipal 
caucus or mass meeting on a civic fed- 
eration? 


The mayor alluded to how they would 


eontribute money to a national 
cam 


. 
t 
.* At, 
brains and money to the service of the 
municipality. It cannot be impressed too 
strongly that there is no higher public i 
work 'than that which concerned the wel- 
fare of one's city. If you can induce your 
successful men of affairs to go into muni- 
cipal councils and assume not only the 
direction but the responsibilities of pub- 
lic work, we will revolutionize. OUT munic- 
ipal system of America. Your business 
men, "when they have attained sucess, 
should realize that they owe something 
to the community. No man should ever 
sit back and say that everything is go- 
in" to pieces when he isn't making'any 
effort himself to prevent it from going 
there. The principal difficulty with mu- 
nicipal government however, is the mix- 
ing of politic* with it. It has absolute- 
ly no place there. It has more to do with 
the creation of boss rule, graft and cor- 
ruption than any other feature. 
It is 


no more essential to a good public offic- 
ial in that he is a Republican or Demo- 
crat, a stalwart or a halfbreed, gold or 
silver Democrat, than the curve in the 
pig's tail is essential to the pigs weight. 
The spirit that should govern in the se- 
lection of public officials should be that 
which selects an Allen Or a Sherman.

channel filled with torpedoes and Yoko- 
hama was reached. The demonstration 
of the thousands of people, was in evi- 
dence.

LEAVE GOLDEN STATE,

sembled on the wharf. During the trip 
of 100 days the steamer did not encoun- 
ter a single storm of moment, the wea 
ther was beautiful and they followed ir 
the wake of two typhoons and run ahead 
of one. 
Pastimes on the boat included games 


telling stories nnd bathing in a large 
tank in the forward part of the ship. 


REACH HONOLULU. 


Honolulu was reached at an 
early 


hour in the morning nnd tire party was 
first attracted by a quartette singing 
"Alice, Where Art Thou." They had 
come out from Honolulu in a small boat 
The Americans were decorated 
with 


owers, by the natives and then came the

Tokio. 


VISIT THE EMPEROR. 


Special .invitations were received from 


the empsror to visit hirarin the palnee. 
This invitation Mr. Cooper exhibited on 
a card written in the Japanese language 
and translated. 
The speaker described 


the drive to the imperial palace and how 
the party were received and presented to 
the Mikado. He said that it is the cus- 
tom in that country to bow three times 
before reaching the emperor and then, 
back out, never turning and walking 
with back to the distinguished man. An 
incident while there and which rarely 
ever occurs was the emperor leaving his 
throne, walking to a room where Miss 
Roosevelt and the other ladies were and 
shaking hands. 


THE DINNER ELABORATE. 


The speaker described the dinner at 


the palace as being most elaborate and 
the dining room beautiful. The decora- 
tion being in exquisite bronzes and many 
designs, raid a feature was an orchestra 
playing selections from Lohengrin and 
other operas. In every way the dinner 
was perfect, for the lust course, solid gold 
knives, forks nnd spoons being used. 


Then came a trip through the Imperial 


park of hundreds of acres, and it was the 
mly time that foreigners had been ad- 
mitted. Dozens of dinners, receptions, 
mrden parties and unique entertnin- 
ncnts were given by the Japanese, one 
n particular, being by the 
millionaire 


business men of Tokio, a dinner in Ja- 
inncse style, the Americans wearing Ja- 


clothes and eating with chop 


sticks. Then there was dinner and a 
visit in the Arsenal gardens, a place of 
rare beauty nnd magnificence. Here were 
twenty of'the best wrestlers in Japan, 
among them the champion and the speak- 
er described their exhibitions of strength 
ind nrt of the profession. Mr. Cooper 
said that the parting farewell was one 
that he would never forget. From Tokio 
the guests visited many other places in-

000 as the value of fifty inches of skin- 
which he says the doctor peeled- ofehis 
legs while under chloroform.

take from his thigh only two or three 
strips of cuticle, three or four inches-long 
and three-fourths of an inch wide.

When the police 
station was reached both occupants ^ 
the carriage, sitting upright on opposite 
seats, were found to be dead.

has not''developed. E. H. Darrow and

The 
child died five minutes after the acci- 
dent, which took place almost within 
sight of her home.

TOKIO, Oct. 16.—4:30 p. m.—Baron 


Komura, the foreign minister who acted 
as' chief peace plenipotentiary for Japan, 
arrived here today from Vancouver. B. 
C., Oct. 3. His reception at the railroad 
station was not enthusiastic, those pres- 
ent being principally government digni- 
taries. The streets were'strongly guard- 
ed by troops, police and gendarmes. The 
baron drove to the palace in an imperial 
carriage. 


The emperor showed exceptional honor 


to Koroura by dispatching to Yokohama, 
where he landed from the Empress of 
India, Col. Inouye, his majesty's aid de 
camp, who went alongside the steamer in 
a dispatch boat and brought Komura 
ashore. 
Baron Komura landed at the 


imperial inelosuro. While the baron was 
on his way to Tokio by train Col. Inouye 
constantly kept at Komura'a side and on 
arrival here, they drove together to the 
palace in an imperial carriage, sent from 
the household's stables. The emperor cor- 
dially received Baron Komura. and dur- 
ing the audience which lasted over an 
hour it is believed the baron made a full 
verbal report to the emperor of the 
course of the pence negotiations empha 
sizing President Roosevelt's efforts in 
behalf of peace. 


At the close of the audience the em 


peror honored the baron with a written 
personal message, highly prized by Japn 
ncse statesmen. 
The message expressed 


satisfaction at the fact that' peace was 
concluded nnd commended Komura's abl 
services as shown during the negotia 
tions. 


IMPORTANT ORDER 
OUT 


President Warns Against Pre 


liminary Instruction in 


Civil Service. 


•WASHINGTON, Oct. 1C.—The presi 


dent -today through the • state depart 
ment published an executive order of im 
portance to every employe in the civi 
service, of the United States. No expla 
nation of the underlying reason for it 
issue is given. The order is as follows: 


"No officer or employe of the govern 


ment shall directly or indirectly instruc 
or be concerned in any manner in the in 
struction of any persons or classes of per 
sons with a view to their special prepara 
tion for the examinations of the Unite 
States civil service commission. 


"The fact that any officer or employ 


is found so engaged shall be considere 
sufficient cause for his removal from th 
service. 


"(Signed.) 
Theodore Roosevelt, 


"Oct. 13. 1905."

No doubt it was at one time an In- 


dian burying ground, for on many oc- 
casions the mounds were opened, skele- 
tons of Indians and instruments of war 
.were exhumed. According to statements 
made by old settlers there has been re- \ 
moved from the burin1, plat over 
two 


hundred skeletons of Indians, 


Late yesterday afternoon further proof 


that it was once an Indian 
cemetery 


came to light in the gruesome unearth- 
ing of between twelve and fifteen skele- 
tons, all of Indians. Men have been en-

Journal relative to figure* compiled by 
County Clerk Bell, taken from the as- 
sessment rolls of assessors as returned^ to 
his office. 
In an interview this morning 


Mr. Tato said: 


"An article in your paper of Oct. 11, 


gives assessment figures furnished 
by 


County Clerk Bell. I think this easts a 
reflection on the assessors, ns being dirc- 
Jict in their duties. 


"Mr. Bell should have informed your 


reporter in regnrd to the law exemptions, 
ns he is posted, or should bo - on 
this 


point. Had he done so the statements, 
I feel sure, would not have been mndc as 
they were. 


"The article says tlirre are only twelve 


gold wntchen assessed in tho county, 
which I presume is true, from the fact 
that, under tho new law watches are not 
taxable except where they are worth 
over $50 each. 
How many owners of 


•watches enn you find today who will ad- 
mit that their watches are worth $50 or 
more? They are as scarce as hen's teeth. 


"The article also dwells on the fact 


that there is only one bieyole taxed in 
the county. The assessor who assessed 
that bicycle ought to be censured, for 
the law exempts all bicycles thnt are not 
In use. The report says there are only f)l 
pianos in Racine assessed, which 
may 


also be correct. 


CLAIMED EXEMPTIONS. 


"Now in order to procure and ascer- 


tain tho amount, of personal property the 
mayor appointed a committee of two 
gentlemen to assist tho assessors. This 
gave us tho names of at least COO people 
•who should be assessed for $200 nnd $300 
each on their pianos, and furniture and 
under tho law we are obliged to assep« 
them, but must notify each one, which 
•we did, and what was the result? 


"Each and every one, with the excep- 


tion of two or three dozen, appeared be- 
fore the board of review nnd claimed 
their exemptions under tho $200 exemp- 
tion furniture class and swore off their 
assessments. 


"The law also exempts pianos if furni- 


ture is not worth i-800. and a great many 
assessed swore that their furniture was 
not worth 5200, so in these eases we 
•were obliged to strike off the pianos as- 
sessed, 
' 


NEARLY 6,000 EXEMPT. 


"We are now making a canvass of all 


homes where furniture is exempt from 
taxation under 5200 clause, as so far as 
•wo havo gone in our work and what we 
utill havo to do, we find there arc- be- 
tween 5,000 and 6,000 houses or tenants 
•who arc exempt. Only think what 
number iuc not paying taxes on their 
furniture. At the least calculation 3,000 
nt $300 each amounts to $100.000.

KISSIVG AND THE MAN OF SCIENCE. 


Chicago Daily Journal—At the con- 


gress of scientific men now considering 
the question of tuberculosis in Paris the 
practice of kissing was openly denounced 
as dangerous, and one or two learned 
men went so far as to call it disgusting. 
There were hinta even of its being crim- 
inal. 


Granting all that the tuberculosis ex- 


>crt has to say against kissing, admit- 
.ing that great sections of tho human 
race, notably the yellow peoples, do not 
dss, it is still the plain duty of science 
to permit a custom which yields its vo- 
taries so much pleasure to be carried on 
without thought of disgnst, danger, or 
criminal exposure to infection? 


As germ after germ is routed out its 


air and exposed to the view of the med- 
ca! world, some anti-toxin or serum or 
antiseptic is discovered or invented to re- 
duce it to order and harmlessncss. 


It would seem as if there could be a 


handy tablet, or chewing gum, or capsule 
which could be used by those desirous of 
kissing with the certainty that they 
would remain immune, just as vaccinat- 
ing enables the world to look with im- 
punity upon what used to be a universal 
soourge. 


Men and women will go on kissing to 


the end of the world. It is not a habit 
which civilized man is likely to give up 
at the request or demand of any scienti- 
fic body, however august. 


All that remains to be done, therefore, 


is to make it as harmless as it is pleasant 
and the world will rejoice anew.

otherwise he dier. wifiiin tire* or four 
hours, when 'his iiody Is given to the 
beasts and his property confiscated.—

Congressman Cooper Gives In- 


teresting? Account of 


Journey. 


At Banquet Tendered Him By Elks, He Dwells 


on Countries Visited, His Experiences There, 


Customs of Natives, etc.—Mayor 


Nelson's Forcible Remarks. 


Congressman Henry A. Cooper; who re- 


cently returned from a trip to the Phil- 
ippine Islands with Secretary Taft and 
party, was tendered a reception and ban- 
quet Saturday evening, by the members 
of Racine Lodge Xo. 252, B. P. 0. Elks. 
It was in every arrangement the largest 
and most interesting affair in the history 
of the order. One hundred were present, 
including twenty-one brothers from Ke- 
nosh a. The assembly embraced the lead- 
ing business and professional gentlemen 
of the two cities. 


Charles Freeman, ht'acl of the commit- 


tee, with his assistants. City Treasurer 
Ward C. Clemens, City Attorney Morti- 
mer E. Walker, Frank Jnrvis, E. W. Nor- 
throp and Thomas Powers, have left no 
details undone, while Chef Willinm Van 
Doowr, looked after the menu. The re- 
ception was held in the parlors from 6 
to 8 o'clock and guests filed to the ban- 
quet hall. 


ARRANGEMENTS COMPLETE. 


Decorations embraced plants, palms, 


trailing vines, carnations and various 
flags of the nations. Eatables consisted 
of several courses and none of the good 
things usually served upon an occasion 
of similar character wore omitted. 


City Attorney M. E. Walker was se- 


lected as toastmaster of the evening and 
he filled that important position 
in a 


manner creditable to himself find delight 
of the entire company. His introduc- 
tory remarks ivere timely and when dif- 
ferent speakers were called upon his say- 
ings were witty and to the point. 


AX INSTRUCTIVE ADDRESS. 


Of course the main address of the even- 


ing was made by the Honorable Mr. Coo- 
per and without a doubt it was the most 
interesting and instructive ever heard 
by a body ot Racine gentlemen gathered 
at a banquet board. His description of 
that memorable visit to our new posses- 
sions. Japan. China and other countries, 
was eloquent and so realistic at 
times 


that one could almost believe they were 
on the ground. The beauties of the scen- 
ery, thrift of the. people, lakes, rivers, 
commercial and manufacturing and the 
manner of entertainment by the foreign 
people was indeed graphic. 


MAYOR NELSON FIRST. 


When the inner man was satisfied the 


eating having prevailed amidst the play- 
ing of popular airs by a section of the 
Schulte orchestra, stationed in the west 
of the hall, the toastmaster with pleas- 
ing manner, spoke of what the occasion 
was for and he introduced Mayor Nelson, 
•who was assigned to the toast, "Munici- 
pality and its Government." In part the 
mayor said: 


If I am serious, if I grow didactic, if I 


lecture, take it in the spirit with which 
you listen to your pastor's sermon; chat 
it is his duty to any the disagreeable 
things, that is wh.it you have him for, 
and he is being paid for. As to whether 
you will abide by what he says is your 
own business. I have been assigned the 
subject, "The Municipality and its Gov- 
ernment." The city which is our home, 
the home en masse of a large family is 
entitled to our consideration. Its proper 
government affects directly one-third of 
our country's population and when we 
consider the needs and requirements of 
our cities it is out of proportion to all 
the rest of the country. 


There are three elements that go to 


make good city government, viz: 


1. An intelligent, interested noter. 
2. The capable honest official. 
3. The elimination of politics. That is 


political affiliation in the selection of of- 
ficials. 


The voter must not be intelligent, he 


must be interested. Unfortunately the 
two do not always go together, usually 
the other way. 


As or municipal government is more 


and more combining with its representa- 
tive feature the referendum or popular 
vote of public questions the need of the 
intelligent citizen performing his simple 
duty of becoming interested in his cities 
problems becomes exceedingly important. 


You will tear your clothes off to get to 


a political meeting when you will 
yell 


yourself hoarse over the question of the 
tariff on flea bites, but how many of you 
find time to attend a purely it::'r.'ieiwii 
caucus or mass meeting on a civic fed- 
eration? 


The mayor alluded to how they would 


contribute money to a national cam- 


paign, but would never volunteer to con- 
tribute for the purchase of a street flush- 
ing machine, and he said "How many 
owning a vacant lot would see that the 
weeds are cut along the curbing to make 
your city look more inviting and pleas- 
ant to live in?" 


The problem of the emigrant voter who 


is not familiar with our institutions, was 
touched upon find he said we must look 
to the public schools. 


AS TO HONEST OFFICIALS. 


There must further be the capable and 


honest official and it was in this con- 
nection that the speaker appealed to his 
hearers. He said: 


It is necessary that you reputable busi- 


ness men give up your own time, 
and 


brains and money to the service of the 
municipality. It cannot be impressed too 
strongly that there is no higher public 
work than that which concerned the wel- 
fare of one's city. If you can induce your 
successful men of affairs to go into muni- 
cipal councils and assume not only the 
direction but the responsibilities of pub- 
lic work, we will revolutionize our munic- 
ipal system of America. Your business 
men, 
when they l\!ive attained 
sucess, 


should realize that they owe something 
to the community. No man should ever 
sit back and say that everything is go- 
ing to pieces -when he isn't making'any 
sjffort himBelf to prevent it from going 
there. The principal difficulty with mu- 
nicipal government however, is the mix- 
ing of politics with it. It has absolute- 
ly no place there. It has more to do with 
the creation of boss rule, graft and cor- 
ruption than any other feature. 
It is 


no more essential to a good public offic- 
ial in that he is a Republican or Demo- 
crat, a stalwart or a halfbreed, gold or 
silver Democrat, than the curve in the 
pig's tail is essential to the pigs weight. 
The spirit that should govern in the se- 
lection of public officials should be that 
which selects an Allen or a Sherman. 


OTHER SPEAKERS. 


Other speakers called upon and who 


responded to toasts in keeping with the 
occasion were Mr. Simmons of Kenosha; 
State Senator O. W. Johnson; Otis I/. 
Trennery who gave, a fine talk on the rep- 
resentative men of this country; H. E. 
Miles, his toast being, "The 
Business 


Man." Then cams Congressman Coopor. 


MR. COOPER'S SPEECH. 


When Toastmaster Walker introduced 


the Honorable H. A. Cooper, guest of the 
evening, he ivas received with applause 
and cheers. In prefacing his remarks, the 
congressman stiid that he was happy and 
proud of the splendid banquet given in 
his honor; for the kind words of the 
toastmaster and the 
cordial greeting 


which had touched him deeply. He said 
that he was expected to te!l of the trip 
he had made with that great American 
citizen Secretary Taft of 
the 
United 


States treasury. 


START OF THE TRIP. 


It was a most remarkable trip and 


completely arranged in all of its details. 
The speaker paid a very high tribute to 
Secretary Taft, who was at the head of 
the party and beside him the daughter 
of the sreat President Theodore Roose- 
velt. 


The speaker said that Miss Roosevelt 


was roynlly received in every country 
and city visited and that the party wa's 
indeed 
fortunate 
in having two such 


distinguished persons at their head. 
When the party of official and unofficial 
guests arrived at San Francisco, the 
temperature there varied from 68 to 109 
in the shade and some of the party, es- 
pecially the heavyweights, sweltered in 
the heat. There were banque.ts, and a 
magnificent reception given in honor of 
Miss Roosevelt. 


LEAVE GOLDEN STATE. 


The speaker described the boarding of 


the large ship, Manchuria and the party 
sailing amidst the playing of bands and 
the cheering of hundreds of people as- 
sembled on the wharf. During the trip 
of 100 days the steamer did not encoun- 
ter a single storm of moment, the wea- 
ther was beautiful and they followed in 
the wake of two typhoons and run ahead 
of one. 


Pastimes on the boat included games, 


telling stories and bathing in a large 
tank in the forward part of the ship. 


REACH HONOLULU. 


Honolulu was reached at an 
early 


hour in the morning and the party was 
first attracted by a quartette 
singing 


"Alice, Where Art Thou." They had 
come out from Honolulu in a small boat. 
The Americans were decorated with 
owers, by the natives and then came the 


booming of cannon and the playing of 
bands, the red, white and blue being 
most prominent. The speaker described 
the drive through the streets of Hono- 
lulu, quaint looking but showing signs 
of thrift. The drive was through throngs 
of people, up steep hills, and stopped on 
a precipice with a drop of 1,000 feet. 


ATTRACTIONS OF THE PLACE. 
Most eloquently Mr. Cooper illustrated 


the beauties of Honolulu, its tempera- 
ture and the famous aquarium containing 
wonderful and strange fish. The speaker 
told of the sugar plantations, wonderful 
artesian wells that were viewed and the: 
party were shown the process of sugar 
making, also the harbor that was now 
being prepared as a naval station by the 
United States, and would be of great 
value in case of war. 


The surf of the ocean is remarkable 


and the feats of the native swimmers are 
wonderful. The speaker said that when 
the Manchuria 
sailed, the 
natives 


swam beside the ship for more than ft, 
mile out into the ocean. Those on board 
would throw in dimes and quarters and 
the swimmers would dive and secure the 
money every time and such a scrambling 
could hardly be imagined. 


REACHED JAPAN. 


The speaker next described the.arrival 


in Japan and how the Manchuria follow- 
ed a Japanese steamer through a long 
channel filled with torpedoes and Yoko- 
hama was reached. The demonstration 
of the thousands of people was in evi- 
dence. A band played the "Red, White 
and Blue" and the firing of cannon and 
the wonderful display of daylight fire- 
works. 
He described some of the set 


pieces, as they appeared in the heavens 
as being magnificent and that especially 
was it pleasing to observe the American 
and Japanese flags floating'away side by 
side. 
' 
: 


ON TO TOKIO. 


A special train carried the visitors to: 


Tokio, capital of Japan; While the re- 
ception was great in former places, it 
was, nothing compared with the din that' 
greeted them here. Thousands were at 
the stations and when they entered car- 
riages it was to 'be driven for miles 
through two solid lines of people. For 
blocks and blocks could be seen hundreds 
of flags, bands of music played, cannon 
were fired and the cheers were deafening. 
They were introduced to many distin- 
guished personages and Mr. Cooper and 
three others were entertained 
at 
the 


German legation during their stay in 
Tokio. 


VISIT THE EMPEROR. 


Special -invitations were received from 


•the cmparor to visit him-in the palace. 
This invitation Mr. Cooper exhibited on 
a card written in the Japanese language 
and translated. The speaker described 
the drive to the imperial palace and how 
the party were received and presented to 
the Mikado. He said that it is the cus- 
tom in that country to bow three times 
before reaching the emperor and then, 
back out, never turning and walking 
with back to the distinguished man. An 
incident while there and which rarely 
ever occurs was the emperor leaving his 
throne, walking to a room where Miss 
Roosevelt and the other ladies were nnd 
shaking hands. 


THE DINNER ELABORATE. 


The speaker described the dinner at 


the palace as being most elaborate and 
the dining room beautiful. The decora- 
tion being in exquisite bronzes nnd many 
designs, rind a feature was an orchestra 
playing selections from Lohengrin and 
other operas. In every way the dinner 
was perfect, for the lust course, solid gold 
knives, forks and spoons being used. 


Then came a trip through the Imperial 


park of hundreds of acres, and it was the 
only time that foreigners had been ad- 
mitted. 
Dozens of dinners, receptions, 


garden parties and unique entertain- 
ments were given by the Japanese, one 
in particular, being by the millionaire 
business men of Tokio,.a din'ier in Ja- 
panese style, the Americans wearing Ja- 
panese clothes and eating 
with chop 


sticks. Then there was dinner and a 
visit in the Arsenal gardens, a place of 
rave beauty and magnificence. Here were 
twenty of the best wrestlers in Japan, 
among them the champion and the speak- 
er described their exhibitions of strength 
and art of the profession. Mr. Cooper 
said that the parting farewell was one 
that he would never forget. From Tokio 
the guests visited many other places in- 
cluding cities where the old Japanese 
customs were still in vogue. The manu- 
facturing industries were looked into 
and one place, reminded them of a young 
Pittsburg. Here they work 11% hours 
a day, the men receiving 22% cents per 
day, 
and the girls 20 cents. It was a 


city of one million people, had only four 
wards, with 250,000 people in a ward. 


There is quite a difference in the price 


of goods in Japan and this country. A 
first class derby hat only costing $1,50 to 
$2.00 there, while here it costs 53.00. 


Mr. Cooper said that he believed that 


the Japanese people were the greatest in 
the Orient and among the greatest in the 
world in possibilities, and at the same 
time, the most courteous nnd polite. 


Lack of space prevents a full report of 


the many wonderful things mentioned by 
the speaker that came under their ob- 
servation and to give the impressions 
formed would take the page of the news- 
paper. 


The speaker then described the trip to 


other portions of Japan and through the 
Philippines where they visited all of the 
principal islands and were splendidly re- 
ceived. He said that the reception in 
Manila would have done credit to any 
city in the United States, and that the 
parade showing the various industries 
of the islands was a great revelation. 


He spoke with confidence of the future 


of the Filipino people, saying thnt whilo 
not now prepared for self government as 
many of their greatest men admit, yet 
still they were working steadily to' fit 
themselves for it. 


The speaker described in detail ..the 


most interesting experience in the Tar- 
ious islands, the beautiful receptions, the 
examinations of witnesses, sugar plant- 
ers, hemp growers and others, the great 
reception given by the Sultan of Sulu, 
the trip overland across one of the is- 
lands inhabited by Moro savages, the re- 
turn to Manila, the visit to China And 
the unique experiences at Hong Kong, 
Canton and Shanghai, especially those =re- 
lating to the boycott against American 
goods; the return to .Japan and the last 
visits in" that delightful 'country, and the 
trip home to San Erancisco. 


Mr. Cooper spoke nearly four hours 


and there was not a minute of the time 
that he did not interest the hundred men 
there. It was indeed a, most interesting 
treat and instructive to a high degree. "

which he says the doctor peeled ofPhis 
legs while under chloroform. 


Mr. Lovejoy asserts that it waa-Tepre- 


scnted to him that thn surgeon wtruld 
take from his thigh only two or three 
strips of cuticle, three or four inches-long 
and three-fourths of an inch wide. After 
the operation he found that the fronts of 
his legs between the knee and hip were 
stripped and it was ten days before he 
was able to leave the hospital. 


TWO MURDERED IN HACK 


E. H. Darrow Slays Son's Wife, Then Kills 


Self—Both Found Cold In Death. 


SIOUX CITY, la., Oct. 16.—Whilo 


driving in a hack from a hotel to a rail- 
road station yesterday afternoon E. H. 
Darrow, aged 60, shot and killed his son's 
wife, Lillian Darrow, aged 25, and theii 
shot himself in exactly the same place— 
the right temple—both dying instantly. 


The hack driver immediately upon- 


hearing the first shot and without stop* 
ping to investigate started for the police 
station. In two or three minutes he 
heard a second shot. When the police 
station was reached both occupants of 
the carriage, sitting upright on opposite 
seats, were found to be dead. 


The cause of the murder and suicide 


has not developed. E. H. Darrow and 
the wonmn came to the Arcade hotel in 
this city on Oct. 10 and registered as "E, 
H. Darrow and wife." They went away, 
but 
returned again on Saturday, and 


yesterday afternoon started for tlie Mil- 
waukee station, ostensibly to take a 
train for Sioux Falls, the home of Mr. 
Darrow*s son. 


Mrs. W. E. Darrow, the murdered wo- 


man, 
formerly was Miss Lillian Morri- 


son, 
a school teacher from Sioux Falls, 


Five years ago she w,aa married to -W. 
E. Darfow, and they removed to Belle 
Fourohe, S. D. Letters were found on 
the dead woman'§ person unsigned, but 
apparently Irora her husband, indicating 
that they hud had trouble, but protest- 
ing, undying love for her and saytag that 


;the writer was dying of a broken heart. 
The dead woman had no children.

Child — Distressing' Scene at 


Accident and the Doc- 


tor's Office. 


CHICAGO, Ocl;. 16.—Speeding on an 


errand of condolence, Louis Jf. Stevens 
ran down little Isabella Walker, 800 
West Thirteenth street, with a heavy 
automobile yesterday afternoon. The 
child died five minutes after the acci- 
dent, which took place almost within 
sight of her home. 


Mr. Stevens, with his brother, Thomas 


E. Stevens, and a man named Bablcy, 
was hurrying to the home of a friend, 
and his brother held in his firms a huge 
floral pillow 
for the 
funeral of 
the 


friend's littje daughter. The floral piece 
served as a head rest for the injured 
child until she was removed to the office 
of a physician, where she died. After 
the accident the brothers were taken to 
the Maxwell street police station, where 
Louis Stevens furnished bail. 


The child was struck at Thirteenth 


street and Ashland 
avenue. Isabella, 


who was 8 years old and whose mother 
had gone out with a neighbor for the 
afternoon, had been left, with her young- 
er sister and baby brother, in the care 
of another neighbor. She was sent to 
the corner, half a block away, on an er- 
rand. 


PLUNGES BEFORE AUTO. 


Returning, she stepped from the pave- 


ment to the street on .Ashland,«.venue, 
•when the automobile, speeding from the 
north across Thirteenth street on -the 
east side of Ashland avenue, approached. 
Apparently too frightened to retrace her 
steps, the child plunged forward directly 
beneath the huge machine, and was hurl- 
ed from her feet. 


The crowd which gathered accused the 


brothers for driving at too great speed 
and for using the wrong side of the 
street. Policemen, however, prevented 
a demonstration, and the little girl was 
placed in the automobile, with her head 
resting on the floral pillow. She died at 
the office of Dr. F. R. Butterfield, 569 
West Twelfth street. Her neck had 
been broken. 


AIL EAGER TO REVIVE. 


Dozens of persons who had seen the 


accident 
followed 
the 
machine 
and 


crowded into the office as the physician 
vainly endeavored to revive the child. In 
their eagerness to assist, the ilowers 
with which the rear seat had been bank- 
ed also were carried to the office. When 
Dr. Buttcrfleld announced that his ef- 
forts were futile the owner of the ma- 
chine sobbed as he caressed the head of 
the lifeless child. 
BODY IS COVERED WITH FLOWERS. 


"Those flowers were for the funeral of 


another, little babe like her," he said. 
"Throw them about her now." 


As the flowers were scattered about 


the child the automobile owner was ar- 
rested by policemen of the Maxwell 
street station. He explained that the 
wreaths and floral tributes lind been in- 
tended for the funeral rites of Alberta 
Dennison, the 2 year old daughter of Dr. 
E. A. Dennison, 639 Ashland boulevard, 
to whose residence the brothers were 
bound when the accident occurred. 


The. victim was the eldest child of Mrs. 


Anna Walker, whose hifsband died three 
months ago. 
Two younger children 


played .laughingly about the house last 
night, while the mother sobbed above 
the form of the child in the undertaking

street, where it had been token.

PEACE ENVOY AT TOKIO 


Meets With Lukewarm Recep- 


tion—Strong Force Guards 


Eide to the Palace. 


TOKIO, Oct. 16.—4:30 p. m.—Baron 


Komura, the foreign minister who acted 
as'chief peace plenipotentiary for Japan, 
arrived here today from Vancouver, B. 
C., Oct. 3. His reception at the railroad 
station was not enthusiastic, those pres- 
ent being principally government digni- 
taries. The streets were strongly guard- 
ed by troops, police and gendarmes. The 
baroii drove to the palace in an imperial 
carriage. 


The emperor showed exceptional honor 


to Komura by dispatching to Yokohama, 
where he landed from the Empress of 
India, Col. Inouye, his majesty's aid de 
camp, who went alongside the steamer in 
a dispatch boat and brought Komura 
ashore. 
Baron Komura landed at the 


imperial inclosure. While the baron was 
on his way to Tokio by train Col. Inouye 
constantly kept at Komura's side and on 
arrival here, they drove together to the 
palace in an imperial carriage, sent from 
the household's stables. The emperor cor 
dially received Baron Komura. and dur- 
ing the audience which lasted over an 
hour it is believed the baron made a full 
verbal report to the emperor of the 
course of the peace negotiations empha- 
sizing President Roosevelt's efforts 
behalf of peace. 


At the close of the audience the em- 


peror honored the baron with a written 
personal message, highly prized by Japa- 
nese statesmen. The message expressed 
satisfaction at the fact that' peace was 
concluded and commended Komura's able 
services as shown during the 
tions. 


IMPORTANT ORDER 
OUT 


President Warns Against Pre- 


liminary Instruction in 


Civil Service. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1C.—The presi- 


dent -today through the state 
depart- 


ment published an executive order of im- 
portance to every employe in the civil 
service of the United States. No expla- 
nation of the underlying reason for its 
issue is given. The order is as follows: 


"No officer or employs of the govern- 


ment shall directly or indirectly instruct 
or be concerned in any manner in the in- 
struction of any persons or classes of per- 
sons with a view to their special prepara- 
tion for the examinations of the United 
States civil service commission. 


"The fact that any officer or employe 


is found so engaged shall be considered 
sufficient cause for his removal from the 
service, 


"(Signed.) 
Theodore Roosevelt, 


"Oct. 13, 1005."

In the same great storm that brought 


death to the passengers on the Cunarder 
Campania, the Caledonia plunged on 
Wednesday, For twenty-four hours the 
liner struggled against the 
engulfing 


soas, while behind the steel doors of the 
deck houses the cabin passengers weru 
imprisoned, as the inrush of water swept 
the ship's decks. 


They were terror stricken, and the 


crashing of the table crockery as the 
ship plunged into the great hollows un- 
nerved the bravest. Many of the wo- 
men knelt and prayed throughout the 
night.

It was named Moun'd cemetery for 
the reason there were such a large num- 
ber of mounds on the then 
forty-nine 


acres, since largely added to. 


No doubt it was at one time an In- 


dian burying ground, for on many oc- 
casions the mounds were opened, skele- 
tons of Indians and instruments of war 
.were exhumed. According to statements 
made by old settlers there has been re- j 
moved from the burial plat 
over two 


hundred skeletons of Indians. 
I 


Late yesterday afternoon further proof 


that it was once an Indian 
cemetery 


came to light in the gruesome unearth- 
ing of between twelTe and fifteen skele- | 
tons, all of Indians. 
Men have been en- i 


gaged making excavations for a sidewalk 
on West street, on the west side of the 
cemetery. Suddenly bones were struck, j 
Perfect skeletons were dug out, there 
being the skulls, ribs, 
thigh 
and leg 


bones, backbone, and in fact everything 
exeept the finger bones were there. Most 
of them crumbled away, however, when 
touched, but many bones are in B good 
state of preservation. 
Others could be 


seen in the earth, but it was not neces- 
sary to take them out. 


Superintendent Doolin states that he 


carefully examined the bones and is pos- 
itive they are those of Indians and. that 
the red men died and were buried 150 
years ago. 
All were arranged side by 


side, evidence that the 
savages 
who 


roamed these parts more th an, a> century 
and a half ago, took great eare in bury- 
ing their dead, brothers. 


, It was noticed that the teeth of the 


skeletons were round and flat on top, 
undoubtedly evidence that the Indians 
ate coarser foods which compelled them 
ito use their teeth more than is the case 
nowadays when the 
eating of softer 


foods does not wear the teeth down. The 
bones attracted considerable attention 
and many gathered to gaze ot the same.

BY LAW 


Assessor W. R. Tate Says Figures 


Cast Reflection Upon Duties 


Performed. 


MANY PEOPLE SWEAR 


OFF ASSESSMENTS 


Where They are Assessed §300 on 


Piaiiosand Iftirniturr, Majority 


Cit.zens Declare Property is 


Kit Worth That Much. 


Assessor William ~R. Tate tjikes ex- 


ceptions to an article published in the 
Journal relative to figures compiled by 
County Clerk Bell, taken from the as- 
sessment rolls of assessors as returned to 
his office. In'an interview this morning 
Sir. Tate said: 


"An article m your pnner of Oct. 11, 


gives assessment figures furnished 
by 


County Clerk Bell. I think this easts a 
reflection on the assessors, ns being dire- 
Jict in their duties. 


"Mr. Bell should have informed your 


reporter in regnrd to the law exemptions, 
ns he is posted, or should be . on this 
point. Had he done so the statements, 
I feel sure, would not have been made as 
they were, 


"The article says there are only twelve 


gold watches assessed in the county, 
which I presume is true, from the fact 
that under the new law watches are not 
taxable except where they are worth 
over f?50 each. How many owners of 
watches can you find today who will ad- 
mit that their watches are worth $50 or 
more? They nre as scarce as hen's teeth. 


"The article also dwells on the fact, 


that there is only one bicycle taxed in 
the county. The assessor who assessed 
that bicycle ought to be censured, for 
the law exempts all bicycles that are not 
in use. The report says there are only 01 
pianos in Racine assessed, which may 
also be correct. 


CLAIMED EXEMPTIONS. 


"Now in order to procure and ascer- 


tain the amount of personal property the 
mayor appointed a- committee of twn 
gentlemen to assist the assessors. This 
gave us the names of at least 600 people 
who should be assessed for $200 and $300 
each on their pianos, and furniture and 
under the law we are obliged to assess 
them, but must notify each one, which 
we did, and what was the result? 


"Each and every one, with the excep- 


tion of two or three dozen, appeared be- 
fore the board of review and claimed 
their exemptions under the $200 exemp- 
tion furniture class and swore off their 
assessments. 


"The law also exempts pianos if furni- 


ture is not worth $200, and a great many 
assessed swore that their furniture was 
not worth $200, so in these cases we 
were obliged to strike off the pianos as- 
sessed. 
' 


NEARLY 6,000 EXEMPT. 


"We are now making a canvass of all 


homes where furniture is exempt from 
taxation under $200 clause, as so far ns 
we have gone in our work and what we 
still have- to do, we find there aro be- 
tween 5,000 and 6,000 houses or. tenants 
who aro exempt.

The police laugh at the confession, re-

taries so much plea-sure to be carried on 
without thought of disgnst, danger., or 
criminal exposure to infection? 


As germ after germ is routed out its 


lair and exposed to the view of the med- 
ical world, some anti-toxin or serum or 
antiseptic is discovered or invented to re- 
duce it to order and hanulessness. 


It would seem as if there could be a 


handy tablet, or chewing gum, or capsule 
which could be used by those desirous of 
kissing with the certainty that they 
would remain immune, just as vaccinat- 
ing enables the world to look with im- 
punity upon what used to be a universal 
scourge. 


Men and women will go on kissing to 


the end of the world. It is not a habit 
which civilized man is likely to give up 
nt the request or demand of any scienti- 
fic body, however august.

It all depends upon what sort oi import 


trade a country may offer. 
Thus -the 


statement made in a not very aged con- 
sular report that the development of the 
export trade of the Chinese empire, also 
meant at the same time the development 
of its jniport "necessities, and this meant 
.to this country enlarged opportunities 
to be enjoyed. 


But it all depends, that is from the 


point of view. Some import trade is not 
near as desirable, as some other kinds and 
this is explained by an exchange as fol- 
lows : 


"But it is not altogether certain, that 


the western world will be completely sat- 
isfied with the character which the in- 
creased import trade, may take on. The 
import trade of the United States has in- 
creased enormously of late years, but 
there is no great enthusiasm in JSurope 
over its development. Had it continued 
to increase along certain lines England 
and Germany would have been highly 
pleased, but when in the course of pro- 
gress we began making ourselves the ar- 
ticles which we formerly bought from 
them, and began competing in the world's 
markets for raw materials of manufac- 
ture, they ceased to be pleased. If China 
would content herself with selling us ten, 
raw silk and such things as wo do not 
find profitable to produce, ourselves we 
should bo content/biit if she insists on 
sending us manufactured articles as sbe 
may some day (considering the fact that 
she has immensely greater stores of iron 
nnd coal than we have, an inexhaustible 
supply of cheap labor), we shall in all 
probability feel toward her as Germany 
jyid Great Britain do toward UH at pres- 
en't." 


Alreadyjit is being intirnated the trade 


with Japan may be disappointing. Nat- 
urnlly it will be. by far preferable to us 
to sell 'China and Japan completed pro- 
ducts, rather than some necessary raw 
material -to complete^ ilnid make, such. 
This may then mcflii that imports there, 
meaning to us here, our exports, may not 
be just what we would have, but we shall 
at least have our shnre of the trade and 
the business going, nnd if some enthus- 
iasts are not in error, wo shall have, even 
more than an even divide.

WHAT MAY YBT BE HONE, 


Without going into the depths as re- 


gards the arguments used favoring legnl 
prohibition ngairist the smoking of ci- 
garettes, it can be asserted that the gen- 
eral assent of citizens to such anti-legis- 
lation rested not on any moral features 
or physical relations, but upon the vile- 
ness of the smell raised by the imitation 
cignr.s. Such laws in Indiana and Wis- 
consin are being enforced or not enforced 
pretty much according to the local color 
ing though, but still general impressions 
arc that the law is fairly carried out. 
In Indiana the law goes further for there 
it prohibits the smoking of cigarettes 
however obtained, within the state or 
from without the state, lor cigarettes in 
Indiana simply under the law can not be 
smoked at all. Neither can ay imitation 
be allowed, for legal definitions define 
what cigarettes ore, and nny device what- 
ever used renders the smoker subject to 
arrest. 


But what now is concerning some peo- 


ple is that if the law may thus prevent 
the smoking of cigarettes it certainly can 
equally prevent the smoking of cigars 
and of tobacco in any form whatever. 
Probably the cause of some agitation is 
the appearance of insistence that the 
law strictly forbid the smoking- of to- 
biicco in any form in public places which 
means sidewalks as well as public halls, 


rooms, •' ante-rooms, concert halls and 
places of amusement, and equally upon 
lines of public trSnsportation where no 
smokers come in contact with the flavor 
of the weed. Radical legislation of this 
sort may be one of the coming reform 
fads.

ing world haa suffered 
an 
irreparable 


loss by the auddcn death last night of 
Sir Henry Irving, who was universally 
regarded .as the most representative Eng- 
lish actor of contemporary times. 


Sir Henry died literally in harness. He 


was giving a series of farewell perform- 
ances in the English provinces, and this 
week was planning an engagement at 
Bradford, appearing iii several favorite 
roles. 


Last night before an enthusiastic au- 


dience, ho portrayed one of his most 
characteristically intellectual parts, thu 
title role in his own stage adaptation of 
Lord Tennyson's "Becket," with marked 
success. 


After the performance Sir Henry re- 


turned to his hotel, reaching his rooms 
at 11:30 o'clock, when it was observed 
that he was in great pain. Physicians 
were immediately .summoned, but before 
they could arrive .Sir Henry was seized 
with an attack of heart disease and ex- 
pired within a few minutes, without, hav- 
.ing uttered a word. 


WENT ON STACK AT 18. 


Sir Henry Irving was born under the 


name of John Henry Brodrib near Glas- 
tonbury, England, in 1838. At the age 
of 18 years he made his first stage ap- 
pearance at the Summerlaud theater and 
afterward played through the provinces. 
In ten years he had made a name for 
himself 


In 1874 his presentation of "Hamlet' 


created a sensation, and ran for 200 
nights. He afterward devoted himself 
to Shakespearean plays. 


Upon the seventy-sixth birthday of the 


queen Henry Irving was knighted by her. 
Ho was the first actor to be thus honor- 
ed. 


HAD BEEN FAILING SIX YEAHS. 


The beginning of the end was noted 


by those who knew Irving best, six years 
ago, when the tremendous strain of his 
"Peter the Great" was upon him. His 
speech became indistinct at times. He 
mumbled his words. The physical effort 
required was at times manifestly too 
great for his strength. 


He was not RO well aware of his own 


condition as were those about him, and 
waa aaid to be busily making plans for 
the future. The cause of this unhappy 
condition is the foot that 
Sir 
Henry 


burnud his candle at both ends for years. 
An actor has to take better ca.ro of him- 
self than any one in ony other business 
or profession. Not even a great singer 
has to bo so careful .about what he eats 
and drinks and smokes if he wants his 
powers preserved past middle age. 


IRVING'S LAST WORDS. 


LONDON, Oct. 14.—Seldom has the 


death of a public; man in England called 
out such universal expression of sorrow 
as has followed the 
tragically sudden 


death of Sir Henry Irving at Bradford 
last night. Appreciations, histories ol 
his career and stories of his many sided 
activities till the newspapers. His last 
words on the iitaga as the curtain waa 
rung down on the death of Becket, "Into 
thy hands, oh Lord; into thy hands,' 
were practically the last he uttered as 
he never spoke after his collapse in the 
hall of the hotel where he died. Mem 
bers of the company now recall that Sir 
Henry showed signs of exhaustion am' 
overstrain during the past week, whicl 
did not attract particular attention a' 
the time.

Northern and Northern Pacific nt St. 
Paul and Minneapolis'. The Central is 
nlso constructing a new branch 
from 


Owen, Clark county, via Ladysmith, tpx 
Superior, and Duluth, where it will mak.6 
a-thirdjjiake port connection, outside of^ 
Chicago.,'.Ashland being the northern ter- 
minal; of its old line, and it will also 
make.a.second connection here with the 
two' Pacific roads named. From Duluth, 
viarthe Central, Pere Marquette and Erie, 
Mr. :Hill ,will have the shortest rail route 
from the^.great northwest to the Atlan- 
tic seaboard, if this is his scheme, and 
everything points that way.

The 
person taking this ddectabie compound 
drinks freely-of w««ir afterward. If it 
acts as an emetic and Bis death is 
thus averted, he is, jfcdfced Innocent; 
otherwise he die^-wtfem three or four 
hours, when his ;i>ody i» given to the 
beasts and his ^property confiscated.—

may be cited. 
Once a member of one 


of tho most notorious and law defying 
bands of outlaws that ever terrorized 
tho middle west he was captured fin- 
ally, with his two brothers, and only 
escaped the death penalty because Min- 
nesota, tho stato in which he. was triod 
and convicted, makes life imprisonment 
its supreme punishment for crime. To- 
day he is tho promoter of an electric 
railway extending from Kansas City, 
Mo , to Leo's Summit, Mo., and beyond. 
It is understood that he is backed by 
capital sufficient to launch the project, 
and. although Younger refuses to con- 
firm it it Is current In Missouri that 
Senator Stephen B. Elkins of West Vir- 
ginia is back o£ the enterprise. 


It would not be the first time that tho 


West Virginia statesman and capitalist 
has befriended Younger. It was due to 
his tireless and powerful effort that 
the outlaw was released on parole from 
•the 
Stillwater 
(Minn.) penitentiary. 


*And there is a good and sufficient rea 
ion for the senator's lively interest in 
this regeneri'.to violator of tho mora 
nnd civil codes. But for him there woulc 
never have been a. Senator Elkins of 
West Virginia. 
It happened as long ago as the civil 


war.

known as Cole, was born in Jackso 
county, Miss., sixty-one years-ago. He 
was one of a family of twelve children. 
Their father, Colonel Henry W. Youn- 
ger, was a mail of standing in the com- 
munity, having served eight years as 
county judge and having been a mem- 
ber of the legislature for two terms. 
The children .were brought up In and 
enjoyed the advantages of a good home 
and the best educational- facilities the 
state could afford. Despite sucli home 
surroundings ..five of the boys, after 
taking an active part in the guerrilla 
warfare in Missouri and Kansas during 
the civil war, wound up their careers 
with a series of robberies and murders 
that are without parallel in criminal 
annals. At the beginning of the war the 
Younger fa,mjly seems to have been 
loyal to the Union. 
Kansas Jay- 


hawkers came. in and raided their 
hbrne and drove oft their stock, and in 
the bitter spirit of retaliation the young 
men, 
then'mere'boys, joined Quantrell's 


notorious force. 
At the coming of 


peace they did not disband, but con- 
tinued until a price was set on their 
heads. 
The habit of lawlessness ac- 


quired in youth and under such condi- 
tions as prevailed on the southwestern 
border during the early sixties was not 
easy to shift and Cole Younger and his 
brothers chose to continue in the old 
sinful way. That the last surviving 
one of them has won a reputation for 
business capacity and trustworthiness 
that restores .him to the level, of the 
common brotherhood of man is cause 
for hope and gratulation.
